sions of the legislature have enacted 
laws to enable the county to pay for 
them, the cases are still in use In the 
clerk's office, and the company that 
furnished them are not able to collect 
a cent for them.

so far have successfully contested the 
enabling acts, which have been passed 
by the Nevada Legislature. 


It \f hardly fair for Washoe county
